Amid beauntiful surroundings, they regain
strength, and in most cases are ready to
return to Aght the enemy. Tsaraskos Selo
is not suitable for the last stage of treat.
ment, for this little town, besldes Her

Majesty’s hospital, has numerous privata
institutions in which several thoussad
wounded are alwaya belng cared for.

The hospital which has thus been
equipped is in a wing of the Crar's Palace,
In rooms which still retain the royal fur-
niture are white bedsteads with the
wounded lylng in them. Bvery day a
“sanitary” drain from different parta of
the theatre of Wwar brings many carriages
full of wounded directly to Tsarskoe Belo.
Count Schulenburg, who was formerly the
prinecipal court official, is the chief of the
sanitary traln, which {s named “The Tsare-
vitech Traln," after the Crown Prince
Alexis,

The train possesses an operating thestre
for urgent cases and almost every hospital
appllance in miniature, Especial care is
taken of the seriously wounded, beds are
arranged as stretchers, and one end of the
carriage can be entirely opened. Thanks
to this the wounded are thus easlly moved,
avolding all difficulties which may oceur
In turning ¢the bed through a doorway.,

Those oarriages which do not possese
this ingenjous device are used for patienta
who are ounly slightly wounded: but here,
agnin, one of the doctors who belongs to
the staff of the traln has inventad =
stratecher which avolds much of the com-
mon discomforts of being carried in this
way. They are longitudinally and hori
gontally flexible, and consequently they
pasa through any doorway with & semi-
clrcular movement, and all the time the
position of the patient is comfortable,

Every carriage has eleotric bells and tele
phones., The train goes ms nNear as pos.
sible to the firlng line, and molorcars or
horse vehicles are sent to advanced posis
tions to fetch In the wounded. The train
arrives in Tsarskoe Selo at the Czar’s pri
vate station, which is not open to the pub- 'S
lle, The Czarina very often meets the
traln in person. The chief of the train
gives a full account of his wounded, mnd
they ure directed to different hospitals.

Every wounded man is ticketed with the “H
name of the bhospital to which he is dis- o
patched.

After the arrival of the wounded i(n hos+
pital all linen Is changed, they are bathed
and placed In comfortable beds, and among
them all, llke guardian angels, the Tsarina
and her daughters give them every help
and thelr sympathy. Those hundreds of
wounded will go to different villages and
towns, to remote parts of the vast land of
Russia, carrying with them the memories
of the good Tearine, who has shown to all
a mother's love for her children, while
she on her part must be no iess grateful
to them for having rescued her from am
unfortunate meutal condition,
